Impresament of American Scamen, 


Amone the many able writers on the 


- subject of impressment of seamen, by the 


British, from on board of American vessels 
—it is matter of astonishment that not one 
of them has pretended to propose a reme- 
dy, or to show to the public where the fault 
is.—And as that seems to be a printiple 
point of dispute between Great-Britain and 
the United States—I will endeavor to show 
where the fault is, and a remedy by which 
the abuse complained of, may be obviated 
by one simple act of Congress.—tLirst it 
must be acknowledged by every commer- 
cial man in our country, that three quarters 
of the seamen employed on board of Amer- 
ican ships on foreign voyages, from New- 
York southward, are foreigners of different 
nations: and that one quarter from New- 
York eastward, are also foreigners. And 
admitting the eastern states to the eastward 
of New-York, to own, and employ one half 
uf the shipping and seamen of the United 
States ; and that New-York and the states 
to the seuth, own and employ the other. 
Then estimating the whole number of sea- 
men actually enployed in all the states, to 
be 50,000 (exclusive of fishermen) it fol- 
lows that one half of that number, or 25, 
000, are foreigners ; of which, I will say 
$5,000 are English and Irish, and 10,000 
Danes, Swedes, Russians, Prussians, ltal- 
ians, Hollanders, Spaniards and Portuguese, 
A small part of the English and Irish, I 
will admit are naturalized citizens of the 
United States—of this class, however, I 
will only include 3000, believing that too 
greata number. Hence it appewrs that of 
50,000 Seamen employed in all the United 
States, 12,000 are reaiy British subjects. 
And if the right of search, as well for 
british seamen as enemies goods be admit- 
ted, which from general usage, no one 
will deny—it follows then, that Engiand 
has an undoubted right to seize and take 
into her service, 12,000 of her native born 
subjects, actually employed on hoard of A- 
merican ships—A number sufficient to man 
iifieen ships of the line. 

I will now endeavor to point out the fault 
of our own Government, in regard to the 
protection of American seamen In the mer- 
chants’ service. ‘he manner of giving out 
these protections perhaps is not much 
known out of the seaport towns—a matter 
ol vast importance, and should be known 
to the whole republic, that every one might 
lend his aid to correct the evil—The ven- 
eral practice of obtaining certificates of pro- 
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his or het character may be, to swear that 
he or’she knows the applicant tebe an A- 
merican born, or citizen, known hing from 
the cradle, rocked him in it, &c. &e —And 
this done by a brother tar, by a lease wa- 
inan, of by any abandoned wretch, without 
a question being asked by the Magistrate 
touching the truth of such oath. Hence 
it is that these protections are obtai at 
pleasure, by any foreigner who can bring. 
forward any thing in the shape of man or wo 
man to swear for him—even if the appli 
cant had not been an hour in our c 
~—-or had deserted a British ship then lay=. 
ing in the very port, at which he receives. 
his American protection, and under the 
eyes ef every Magistrate in the place. 
Besides, the very certificates age made and 
signed by so many different magistrates, 
and frequently, without a seal, that it is im- 
possible for any boarding officer to deter- 
mine correctly of their validity ; as from 
this manner of granting them, they are li- 
able to be forged, transiered and altered at 
pleasure. I have eften seen a dozen in the 
possession of one seaman ; all granted by 
the same Collector to tle sameé man, in dif- 


pres. es—these ave disposed of to any 


tk for a glass fm 
governinent and people loudiy complain of 
British abuse in the unlawful impressment 
of American seamen. I would ask any 
well informed man, how he would distin- 
guish between an English andan American 
seaman at sea? and if he could in some ce- 
ses, how would he judge correctly of the 
validity of such insignificant scraps ef pa- 
per, called protections of American sea- 
men {---Is every British commander, or 
other officer of the British navy bound to 
become acquainted with the signature of ey- 
ery Collector of the United States, and 
with that of every obscure Notary or Justice 
of the peace ? and will the honest people 
of America, ask them to give implicit con- 
idence to certificates oblained and granted 
in the manner above stated !—Notoriously 
evident to every officer of the English na- 
vy. And under such circumstances, shall

In order thatevery real American sea- 
man be furnished with a genuine protection, 
I propose to the government of the United 
States to pass a law, making it the duty of 
the Governor of each state, to cause. blank 
certificates of protection, printed upon 
parchment. to be made, subscribed by the 
Governor under Seal of State; and lodged 
with the Collector of each district within 
that state: to be by him filled up and coun- 
tersigned in the same manner that sca-let- 
“ters or Mediterrancan passes are.—Deliv- 
erable to the seaman applying on his pro- 
ducing undoubted testimoay of his birth— 
Such as that from the records of the town 
or county in which he was born—and in ca- 
ses where such testimony could not be pro- 
duced—that of his father or mother, or 
some known respectable person, to make 
oath before some respectable magistrate of 
said town or county—and that to be trans- 
mitted to the collectors in same manner as 
other affidavits are from state to state, or 
district to district—and whenever it shall 
appear to the satisfaction of the collector 
that the applicant is really and bonafida an 
American born citizen—that it shall be the 
duty of the said collector to grant th ‘pro- 
tection: Keeping-@ copy of the samé in his 
office, in like manner as ships’ registers are 
kept,—and on return of the said seaman to 
any port of the U. States it shall be the duty 
of said seaman to return and deposit the 
protection to the collector of ‘ie port, be- 
fore the ship shall be permitted to enter, to 
be by him kept in like manner as ships’ pa- 
pers are, until the said seaman be regularly 
entered and cleared at the custom house for 
another voyage, then the certificate to be 
given to him again. And in cases of sea- 
men departing from one district to another 
by land—it shall be the duty of the collect- 
or to forward the said protection to the col- 
lector of the other district, to be by him a- 
gain given out as aforesaid, and in.every in- 
stance, to make it death, to forge, alter or 
transfer any of the aforesaid certificates.— 
Public notice whereof to be given to the 
British government, that their naval officers 
may be instructed occordingly.—Seamen 
furnished with the above described protec- 
tions would be inno danger of being im- 
pressed by any of bis Britannic Majesty’s 
ships of war. We know of no. instagee of 
those ships having orders to impress Amer- 
ican born seamen. in any placé or country 
whatever, Such documents would be enti- 
tied to credit, and treated as such. I chal- 
lenge any man in America, to prove that he 
ever had an American seaman impressed 
by the English, after it had been proved to 
the satisfaction of the boarding officer that 
he was an Ame ican born.—!I am aware, 
th:* ignorance and gross abuse of the Amer- 
ican captains tothe boarding officers, but 














too frequently furnish many of our com- 


pleints—and it must be obvious to every 
man of information that the American sea- 
men will always be liable more or less to 
the abuse of impressment—so long as the 
British are permitted to search our ships 
for their own, without some more uniform 
and permanent system of granting to our 
seamen their protections. As it now stands, 
the fault is with us—We acquiesce in fact, 
in their impressments, with -ut taking prop- 
er means to protect ourse] «—We invite 
the abuse complained of, L) furnishing for- 
eign, as well as our own seameny with the 
same sort of spurious protections.

FeLLow Cirizens, 


AT a period of difficulty and dan- 
ger, of alarm and dismay, when our liber- 
ties, our_independence, every thing dear 
to freemen, is menaced—when general ru- 
in and national degradation seem to threat- 
en us, every man who feels a spark of pat- 
riotism glowing in his bosom, should exert 
himselfin the great cause of his country. 
On such occasions the people should assem- 
ble to consult on the state of their affairs. 
They should enquire into the cause of 
their distresses ; and they should concert 
measures for the remedy of the evils which 
they suffer. It isa duty which they owe 
to each other, to their country, and their 
God, te examine and investigate the mea- 
sures of their government, to weigh the 
consequences of those measures, and if 
erroneous and injurious, to apply a prompt 
constitutional corrective. 


That such is the present period, is un- 
fortunately too evident, too palpable. Turn 
where we will, we see, we hear, we feel 
the dreadful proof of it. Our sea-coasts, our 
frontiers, our interior—our towns and our 
villages—our farms, our work-shops, and 
our fire-sides, all present us the incontro- 
vertible testimony of our danger.—In our 
dismantued shipping—in the perishing con- 
tents of our store-houses and our granaries, 
we see the labours of our enterprising citi- 
zens, in untold miilions, hastening to de- 
struction. Inthe complaints and murmurs 
of our hardy seamen, our labouring poor, 
and their suffering families, we hear the 
evidence of dismay and alarm. And we 
feel the heavy hand of ruin, in the loss of 
mercantile credit, the depression of pro- 
perty, and the total stagnation of business. 

Seven years ago, many of you were in- 
duced to’change your political ground, for 
a mere experiment. Demagogues had 
condemned the policy of former adminis- 
trations.

Save 
your violated honor from further pollution, 
Go! the way is open—the path is straight, 
Let your voice be heard—let your elec- 
tions speak a language too plain to be mis- 
understood—too energe*ic to be disregard.

Translation ofa letter from Mr. Champag- | 


ny to Mr. Armsirong, dated 


“ Panis, January 15, 1808. 
“ SIR, 

“The different. notes which you have 
done me the honour to address to me have 
been laid before His Majesty. 

“The proceedings of England towards 
all governments are so contrary to the law 
of nations and to ali the rules. constantly ob- 
served even among cnemies, that no re- 
course against this power is any longer to 
be found in the ordinary means of repress- 
ion. In order to annoy her, it is become ne- 
cessary to turn against her the arms which 
she makes use of herseif ; and if tran- 
sient inconveniences result therefrom, it is 
toher alone that they age to be imputed. 
Since England respects no laws, how could 
they be respected with regard to her? The 
maritime laws which she violates, ought 
they still to be a pretection te her? And if 
some powers tolerate the infractions com- 
mitted on their independence, could they 
have the right to require that France alone 
should restrain herself within limits which 
her enemy has every where overleaped ? 

*“ The United States more than any oth- 
er power have to complain of the agressions 
of England. It has not been enough for 
her to offend against the independence of 
their flag, nay, against that of their territory 
and of their inhabitants, by attacking them 
even in their ports, by forcibly carrying a- 
way their crews ; her decrees of the 11th 
of November have made a fresh at- 
tack on their.commerce and on their navi- 
gation, as they have done on those of all 
other powers. 

‘¢ In the situation in which England has 
placed the continent, especially since her 
decrees of the llth of Nevember, his ma- 
jesty has no doubt of a declaration of war 
against her by the United States: Whatev- 
er transient sacrifices war may occasion, 
they will not believe it consistent either 
with their interests or dignity to acknowl- 
edge the monstrous principle and the anar- 
chy which that government wishes to es- 
tablish on the seas, If it be useful and 
honourable for all nations to cause the true 
maritime law of nations to be re-established 
and to avenge the insults committed by 
England against every flag, it is indispen- 
sable for the United States, who, from the 
extent of their commerce, have oltencr 
to complain of those violations, War ex- 
ists then in fact between England and the U- 
nited States ; and his majesty considers it as 
declared from the day on which England 
fiublished her decrees. In that persuasion, 
his majesty, ready to consider the United 
States as associated with the cause of all 
the powers who have to defend themselves 
against England, has not taken any defini- 
tive measures towards the American ves- 
sels which may have been brought into our 
ports: He has ordered, that they should 
remain sequestered, until adecision may be 
had thereon according to the dispositions 
which shali have been expressed by the gov- 
ernment of the U. States.” 


REMARKS. 
In our paper of Friday evening appear- 











ed Champagny’s- letter of the 7th of Octa-. 
ber, in which the ’renchman intimated the

LETTER I. 
To the President of the United States. 


A little plain practical matter of fact, 1s 

worth all the theorising in the world.— 

You, and your advocates, may argue till 

doomsday to prove that commerce is not 

worth protecting, and that America can live 

and prosper without it; you may reason 

very plausibly in this way on paper ; and, 

after all, the present forlorn condition of 
the nation, will give a flat contradiction to 
your doctrines. 

The reins of our goverment were, by 
some means (whether fair or foul is not a 
point now to be discussed) placed in your 
hands seven yearsago. At that period, the 
nation was prosperous and happy.—This 
fact is known to all the world; and you will 
not deny it. Since that period, you have 
pursued a policy so feeble and ineflicient—- 
you have so squandered or misapplied the 
resources of the country—you have thrown 
such osbtacles in the way of enterprize— 
you have so humbled the spirit of the nation 
that America, at this moment, is reduced to 
a situation but little superior to the most 
abject power in Europe. With all the re- 
quisite means within your reach, to main- 
tain that proud situation in which the admi- 
nistrations of your predecessors placed us— 
a'situation the most elevated, the most com- 
manding, the most independent im the uni- 
verse—you have led us down step by step, 
from that high eminence, to a pitch of de- 
gradation, too low to make us apprehensive 
of further depression. 

No one would feel disposed to deny you 
the gratification of philosophising end theo- 
rising, provided you would do it at your own 
expense. Were you alone to suffer by 
your idle whims and visionary schemes, the 
world would take but little interest in your 
fate. Whether you were foundered in a 
gun-beat, or decomposed by a torpedo, 
would be of no possible consequence to the 
nation. But, sir, you have not contented 
yourself with your private funds, or per- 
sonal risque. You have assumed a high 
responsibility. You have wantonly sported 
away the treasures, the peace, the liberties 
of your country, in wild and ridiculous pro- 
jects. The nation has been compelled, by 
your misconduct, to bow down its head to 
receive the fools-cap, and become the scora 
and derision of all the rest of the globe.
